The naval section of the armistice 
terms to he given Germany was in pos­ 
session of titis government today. No 
announcement cf their contents was 
made but assurance was given by high 
officials that every safeguard had beer. 
taken in these term s and that they 
would meet the requirements of ‘ ev­ 
ery prudent man, so that travel will 
be safe on all the seas.” 
Whether occupation, of the German 
fleet was made a temporary’ or perma­ 
nent condition was not stated. 
But it 
was suggested that a question such as 
final possession of the submarine or 
grand fleet would rest with the peace 
conference. 
Impending developments are rapid­ 
ly coining to a head. 
Within the next 
few days, it is deemed possible in offi­ 
cial quarters here that: 
1—Austria wMl submit to armistice 
terms equivalent to unconditional sur­ 
render. 
2—The Versailles council will Ar­ 
ish its armistice 
arrangements and 
forward to Germany. 
Se—The kaiser may abdicate. Presi­ 
dent Wilson labored late last night 
and was astir early today on receipt 
of information from 
the 
Versailles 
conference that there was reason to 
believe that 
armistice 
terms 
fully 
safeguarding American-Allied suprem­ 
acy had about been framed. 
That Germany cannot choose but to 
accept them is the thought here. 
Though Hindenburg has been quoted 
as saving Germany will never surren­ 
der, President Wilson has been work­ 
ing for some time past on the theorV 
that she would crumble and take what 
she was handed. 
The Austrian armistice situation is 
rapidly crystallizing. 
The outbursts 
of popular uprising within 
the

monarchy plus the Italian offensive 
have long since assured that Austria 
will yield fully. 
Her acceptance of 
armistice terms is only a matter of a 
brief time.

sity for intervention to restore order 
would be even greater than in the 
case of isolated Russia. 
Some allied diplomats have express-( 
ed fears that a reign of bolshevism in 
the central empires would he carried 
over into allied countries and that tin 
era of revolution throughout Europe 
would result. 
For this reason allied 
governments cannot he expected to 
take prompt action if a widespread 
period of revolution seems imminent, 
and everywhere tie

Serbian Troops Reach Outer 
Defenses of Belgrade, 
Their Former Capital 


W ith A u stria-H u ng ary split up Into 


at least five states and Germany also 


in a serious political situation, the AU 
lies are conducting m a jo r offensive* on 


three fronts— in France and Belgium, 


1 in Italy and in the Balkans. 


Three distinct drives a-e under w ay 
in the west. 
The French and Am eri­ 
cans are attacking along a front of 
nearly forty miles, from the Aisne to 
the Meuse. 
T h e y nave advanced four 
miles, c apturing more than a dozen 
villages and several important woods 
and taking o v e r 3.000 prisoners. 
The French and Am ericans also are 
advancing en a f'o n t 
of 
more than 
twelve miles, 
along 
the 
Scheldt on 
both sides of Audenarde. 
In an ad­ 
vance of three miles, they have taken 
Audenarde, Deynze, Nazareth and oth­ 
er im portant villages, together 
w ith 
more than 1,000 prisoners. 
South of Valenciennes, 
the British 
attacking on a front of six miles, have 
entered the southern outskirts of the 
city, captured two villages and taken 
between 2.000 and 3 000 prisoners. 
Italians, British, French and A m eri­ 
cans on the Italian fro nt are advancing 
in the entire region fro m the Asiago 
plateau to the Adriatic.

We took part in the great American 
victory at St. Mihiel. 
We see air bat­ 
tles here every day and hundreds of 
aeroplanes are in the air at once. 
I 
have been transferred from my old 
company to headquarters detachment 
and like it very much. 
My duties are 
similar, only we don’t have to stand 
any guard duty. 
W e have 
been 
all 
over the country here lately. 
I am 
getting so I can talk French pretty 
good. 
I can make 
myself 
quite 
at 
home here. 
The people here seem to be very 
sad—they act like 
they 
have 
lost 
everything in the world. 
Four years 
of war has made quite a depression in 
* France. 
They seem to be very glad 
that we came over to help them. 
I 
sure will be glad to get back to §#b(l 
old U. S. A. again when this war is 
over. 
Some people have the impres­ 
sion that it will be over by winter. 
Most of the 
French 
soldiers 
with 
whom I have talked think it will be a 
" year yet. 
Anyway we all hope for 
peace soon, and the Germans would 
be glad to have it, too. 
The German 
prisoners we took in last week s drive 
were glad to be taken prisoners and 
never put up any resistance. 
The reg­ 
iment that Bill is in is guarding pris­ 
oner!. 
The farmers here live in town in­ 
stead of on their ranches. Houses and 
barns are combined here and it is in 
such places that we sleep. 
They do 
their threshing with little mills of 
their own. run by horsepower or oxen. 
There are many tread 
mills 
where 
they make a horse walk on a revolving 
belt continually. 
I even saw a big dog 
doing this in a little factory. 
From where I am now we are under 
fire all the time. 
Large shells pass 
over our heads every day. 
We are 
pretty well hid and there hasn’t beer, 
any casualties 
so 
far. 
The shells 
make a funny sound as they go over, 
and they explode about ten seconds 
after they leave the gun. 
We have to wear our gas m asks all 
the time, as we are in the gas area, 
which is legs than three miles from 
the front line. 
The country is badly 
shot up around here. 
Shell holes are 
everywhere and the villages close to 
the line are all tom to pieces. 
I am getting pretty tough now, as 
we have to be. 
We have to sleep out 
in the rain sometimes. I haven’t been 
sick one day since I 
have 
been 
in 
France. 
The 91st has a pretty good 
reputation over here and you want to 
watch the papers for what we are go­ 
ing to do. 
We were in the last big 
drive the Americans made over here 
as reserves. 
Although we didn’t do 
much fighting, we have the honor ot 
being in it as reserves. We were right 
close to it all the time, and the can­ 
non sure did roar. 
It was like duck 
soup for the Americans. 
A few more 
like that and we will be eating Christ­ 
mas dinner at home.

.Neither the Rominger bill nor the bone (In­ 
state measure can prevail tiniest it receives a 
iuajorit> of all votes cast at the November 5 
election, 
lf Im»tIi should receive the necessary 
majority then that one of the two receiving the 
larger support would win and the other would 
lose. 
My advice to California electors, sincerely 
believing in temperance, is to vote for both prop­ 
ositions. 
If the bone dry measure, for example, 
should fail of a majority, there would still re­ 
main the chance of putting over the Rominger 
amendment, which would kill the saloon and 
prohibit the drinking of strong beverages. 
In 
other words, wouldn't a half loaf be better than 
none? 
The saloon men and, as J understand, organ­ 
ized labor are against the Rominger measure. 
It was initiated by the grape men and the anti­ 
saloon people of the state.

One of the most shameful things the people of 
California have been guilty of for a long time was 
their failure to vote at the August primaries. 
And 
now as we come near the day of the general election 
let us arome ourselves and not repeat our previous 
offense against good citizenship. 
That the citizen who does not do his full duty 
in the matter of elections is unworthy of citizenship 
is aden*»wledge<l tacitly by all Americans. 
But the 
number of those who apply this principle is few. 
“ If our state is to he governed in accordance 
with our best ideals." said Prof. George ll. Johnson 
of Case School of Applied Science in a recent ad­ 
dress, “we must see to it that the right men are nom­ 
inated and elected. 
Unworthy self-seekers cannot 
be beaten if we feel too little interest to go to the 
primaries, or if we have so little understanding of 
what is at stake that we must ask some party boss 
how to vote. 
“No man is good or wise enough for us to be­ 
come his puppets.

tion. 
Freemen who neglect the duty of citizenship 
are .slackers indeed.”

GOOD SOLDIERS FOR BAD 


Formerly the soldier who was convicted of a mil­ 
itary offense and sentenced to prison left all hope 
behind of ever being re-instated in the army. 
At last some one in the war department woke up 
and realized that by this process of universal banish­ 
ment much good soldier stuff was lost. A s a result a 
little reclamation is being done at Fort Leavenworth 
Disciplinary Barracks. 
W hile every soldier who enters is a prisoner un­ 
der sentence, there has been added to the school and 
shop a work battalion for military drill, and those 
who develop good metal under the discipline, and 
whose offenses have been of such a nature as to 
allow it, may at the end of their terms of imprison­ 
ment re-enter the army. 
They call it the "Battalion of Another Chance.” 
For while never minimizing the fact that any breach 
o f military discipline is serious it still offers hope for 
certain types of offenders: the boy who fell asleep 
at his post, the homesick lad who ran away to see his 
mother, or the young rebel, who, blinded by youthful 
folly, defied authority. 
A record in the last four years of over 1000 
men returned to the army as soldiers in good stand­ 
ing, of whom 200 were made officers because of 
proved efficiency, is pretty good evidence that recla­ 
mation pays.

Mr. Bell is very much more : 
the candidate in this campaign of the liquor interests 
than he is of the Democratic party, and it is morally 
certain that if he were governor, all the power of his 
office would he used on the members of the legislature in 
opposition to ratification. Do not be deceived into think­ 
ing the election of governor is not an issue in the cam 
paign for national prohibition; it is a most vital issue, 
and (hp clear duty of all supporters of the federal amend­ 
ment is to vote for Stephens for governor aud Young for 
lieutenant governor.

These 2500 planes included 
nearly 150 heavy bombers, and the re­ 
mainder were planes of all classes, in­ 
cluding observation machines and day 
bombers. 
Reports from all the production 
centers show the results rapidly grow­ 
ing. 
The American forces have been 
moving so rapidly during the last few 
weeks that it has been found neces­ 
sary to give up some of the trans­ 
portation space which was intended 
for airplanes to other material.

Motor Department Makes An 
Important Ruling on 
Outside Cars 


In I he opinion of the Automobile 
Club of Southern California, a recent 
ruling of the state motor vehicle de­ 
partment takes a long stride toward 
the bugbear of interstate motor thiev­ 
ing operations. The ruling is designed 
to ^alk the tricl| of thieves in nearby 
stsfttes of driving saris into California 
and camouflaging their steal with 
bona, fide California license plates. 
In the past only the surrender of 
the home state license plates has been 
necessary to secure California plates. 
Hereafter, according to the order, it 
will he necessary for the driver of a 
car coming in from another state to 
present with his application blank the 
certificate of registration of the ma­ 
chine in its home state, a bill of sale, 
or other conclusive evidence to the 
effect that the machine is his own, 
property. He will then be issued a 90- 
day visitor's permit or a regular Cali­ 
fornia license if he wishes to remain 
in the state longer than 90 days. 
This requirement coincides with the 
provisions of the law- regarding oroof 
of ownership in the ease of local ma­ 
chines for which license applications 
are made and extends to cars from 
other states, as to local machines, the 
assurance that the licensee is In light­ 
ful possession of the car. 
This step will facilitate the work of 
the police and the theft bureau of the 
Automobile CJ^b of Southern Califor­ 
nia in tracing machines reported stol­ 
en from other districts and often sold 
to unsuspecting prospects who buy 
here. If every state would take sim­ 
ilar precautions the “Gas Raffles” 
trade would soon be a sorry occupa­ 
tion.

Bear Valley Each Day Is Pre­ 
senting Better Sport For 
Southern Huntsmen 


Despite the 
biggest 
turn-out 
of 
hunters, and the 
scantiest 
“opening 
day” showing of ducks in its sporting 
history, Bear Valley seems to have set 
the pace for the open shooting resorts 
of the south this season, as further 
compilation of reports by the Fish 
and Game Commission goes to 
show 
that the “openers” of 191S seemed to 
split right into’ a lull between flights 
that explains why limits fell only to 
the hardest workers and better-than- 
average shots on what 
by 
common 
consent is conceded as usually the one 
clay of "beginnings' luck" at this most 
technical art of the licensed scatter- 
gunning fraternity. 
Had the season opened two weeks 
earlier, or fen days later than it did, 
the general bag would have been at 
least normal; and from the way the 
big birds are piling into the mountain 
lakes now a week or ten days ahead 
of their usual time, those of the li- 
cense-bearers who took their opening- 
day disappointment for final are cheat­ 
ing themselves of 
some 
wonderful 
sport. 
Early last week, following a flurry 
of really wintry weather 
the 
first 
Sunday, the big birds began pitching 
into Bear Valley, great white Hocks 
of royal canvasbacks 
setting their 
stubby wines after preliminary 
f ir ­ 
ebugs of Baldwin Lake’s rich feeding 
coves, and splitting great cracks in 
the air as they plunge headlong tg the 
water with that 
resonant 
whizzing 
which sets the veteran wild-fowler's 
nerves atingle, 
and 
announces 
to 
him, often before sight, that the kings 
of the webfooted 
game-bird 
legions 
are ready to race his shot. 
Wigeon, sprig, spoonbills, and the 
omnipresent “Ruddy” or 
"wiretail,” 
fat, juicy and among the best of birds 
on the sweet feed of the fresh m oun­ 
tain lakes, are gaining day by day in 
Beer Valley for the rank and file to 
whom the splendid canvasback is the 
rare incident rather than incentive of 
the expert. Bluebills, redheads, cous­ 
ins of th« bird that made Virginia 
famous in colonial days, are waxing 
fat anil fast on both Bear and Bald­ 
win lakes this week, and those who 
delayed their hunting trips until No­ 
vember bid fair to play in rare luck. 
Redheads, scarcer 
than 
last 
year, 
seem to have 
given

“Cans'* lo so marked a degree that 
the veteran Gus Knight predicts this 
will prove a

Close to 20*000 American 
Motor Vehicles Now In Use 
In the War Zone 
\ 


A FRENCH PORT. Nov. 2 —The 
American army has close to 20,000 
automobiles In war service in France. 
They include trucks, tractors, trailers 
and passenger cars. 
Most of them have been assembled 
and tuned for the road at the big 
motor reception park at this port. 
The first 1500 cars, fresn from the 
ships, were uncrated and assembled 
in the open. 
A squad of soldiers un­ 
der Sergeant (Senior Grade) P. A. Mc­ 
Arthur of .Oakland. Cal., did the job 
with the aid of two IO ton cranes. 
The assembling was done in the 
open because there wasn’t any auto­ 
mobile assembly plant then. 
It was 
just a huge open space a mile back 
from the waterfront, a space from 
which the advance guard of American 
engineers had lifted houses bodily to 
other spots to clear tile way for army 
industrial activity. 
One Small Item 
Moving houses was just one small 
item. 
They were not wood houses, 
either, like the ones in America that 
are put on skids and hauled down 
the street. 
Every one was of stone 
and the engineers not only moved 
them, but rebuilt them on their new 
locations. 
After the first 1.500 cars had been 
uncrated, assembled and sent on their 
way to the front, the engineers picked 
up the wood of the packing cases and 
built an automobile assembly shop. 
Waste? There “ain’t no such^nim al” 
in the American army. 
That assembly shop is 2.50 feet long 
and 31 feet w ide and every stick of it 
came to France wrapped around an 
automobile. Even the nails were pulled 
out of the crates and used to nail 
the assembly shop together. 
One hundred soldiers working in the 
assembly shop turn out five cars an 
hour. 
These are “knocked 
down” 
cars. In addition they put the wheels 
on “set up” cars. 
About fifteen per 
cent of all the army cars that go 
through the motor reception park ar­ 
rive in France “set up.” 
The truck*, tractors, trailers and 
passenger cars come in huge oblong 
boxes. They weigh from 2000 pounds 
-—a crate containing two flivvers—up 
to an lfl.ono pound crate, containing a 
tank car. 
Work of Assembly 
Two big ( ranes, each with a boom 
75 feet long, have been erected on 
concrete bases outside the assembly 
shop. 
The huge crates are knocked 
apart and after sixteen distinct oper­ 
ations of preliminary assembly each 
ear is swung onto a progressive Skid­ 
way. 
Small parts are carried to the 
shop on an endless belt. 
Then there are twelve more assem­ 
bling operations. 
Finally the wheels 
are put on and with loose parts heaped 
tip on top, the cars are toWed three 
miles to the finishing yard, the motor 
is tuned, oil and grease applied and 
gasoline provided, each car inspected 
—and started on its way to the front. 
Last week a new kind of a job came 
to the motor reception park in a pack­ 
ing case of 16.56 cubic feet, three times 
as large as the ordinary case contain­ 
ing a five-ton motor truck. Inside was 
a motorized kitchen truck, with steam 
cookers and a capacity for feeding 
2000 men.
